After reaching the great woods in 
Jackson township, its fury was some- 
what arrested. 
From the point it 
first made its appearance, to the last 
named place, the destruction tofenoes^ 
timber and crops was frightful. 
Tim- 
ber and shingles from the ruins were 
carried for a distance of several miles. 
Chickens were lifted in the air and 
thrown against trees, andj after the 
calm of the storm, it W8s a frightful 
scene. 
Thé stable of Francis Famine, 
in Jackson township, was totally de- 
stroyed.
